cent. amongst the others. 
_ This ‘is not exactly the form 
in which the news came into 
our hands, but it appears 
that, openly ' flouting all 
authority, a notorious brigand 
chief by name Hu’ Nam, walked 
into the amall township of Kung 
‘ordered the erection of a 
large bamboo threatre, and invit- 
ed the leading bandits of the 
Sze Yap district to a dinner.and 
entertainment. The entertain- 
ment, spent largely in the theatre, 
continued over four days, at the 
end of which the bandits sat in 
conference, quite openly, and ap- 
pointed Hu Nam their chefftain.

Wash: the apples. Cut them 
into pieccs without peeling .or 
coring them. Put them—with the 
v uter, thinly peeled rind of the 
lenion, cloves; and sugar—into a 
pan. Simmer: until soft, then rub 
“hoarplesthrough a sieve, keeping 
u. . the ‘lemon rind and cloves. 
Add the strained juico’;of ,the 
jemon ‘and the gelatine—melted 
in 2-of a gill of water. Colour a 
deep pink, and, put this into one 
large or several small moulds.
